PROUD TURKEY REIGNS TWICE, THANKS TO MA 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—For the 


first time in half a century the U. S. 
has on hand sufficient stocks of artil- 
lery, left over from the world war to 
equip a large sized army, according 
to the annual report of Major General 
Snow, chief of field artillery, to the 
secretary of war, made public today. 


"Should war unfortunately break out 


in the next few years," said Gen. Snow, 
"we should be spared the spectacle of 
artillery 
drilling 
with improvised 


•wooden guns, and home telephones." 


"At no time during the year," he 


says, "has there been enough regular 
officers to carry on training of troops 
and recruiting enlisted men has been 
slow and difficult. 
Financial induce- 


ments in civil life and unsettled condi- 
tions in the army were given as the 
main causes for resignations of- offi- 
cers and lack of re-enlistments of en- 
listed men. The result was that dur- 
ing the entire year many regiments 
have remained at little more than' the 
strength of batteries.

Keyport, N. J.; Graf ton, W. Va.; Co- 
shocton, O.; Deer Creek, 111.; Plain- 
field, 111. At Keyport and Deer Creek 
his pastorates were 10 and 9 years 
respectively.

Coffman, Baird, Texas; Mrs. Sal- 
lle A. Miller, Ft. Worth, Texas; G. H.

Crumley, Roff, Okla. 


Mr. Crumley was twice married; 


first to Miss Jessie Utley, of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., who died in 1887 and last 
to Miss Amy Lawrence of Sweetwater, 
Tenn., who survives him.

The Cal- 
verts spent as much more. The London company in the course 
of three quarters of a century spent sums so fabulous as to dwarf 
those expenditures. 
In each instance these were "high brow" ventures. 
They 
were "high financed" and backed by the intellectual classes. 
The oldest families in the English realm were directly and in- 
directly concerned in the success of these colonies. In each in- 
stance the crown granted a charter and gave its moral support. 
Ably financed trading schemes were launched. Well construct- 
ed merchant vessels were owned by the promoters. Members 
of titled families and the shrewdest merchants of the day came 


/ in person to insure the success of their American ventures. 
On the other hand the Pilgrims were under the royal ban. 
They not only were denied financial support, but were even re- 
fused permission to leave English soil., 
Landing in the/New 
World, sick and discouraged, they were ^proscribed by the 
mighty empire they had forsaken and they faced hostile savages 
in the vast forests of the interior. 
But there was this difference. Theyjwere not mere traders. 
They did not come to the New World with the expectation of 
amassing fortunes and returning to England. They were not 
here as exploiters of the natives nor in search of physical ad- 
ventures. The lure of gold did not bring them here and they did 
not seek the conquest of an empire as did the Spanish, French 
and even the English adventurers further to the south. 
It was in the realm of spiritual affairs that they lived and 
it was for principle's sake that they left their homes in England. 
And regardless of all the criticism that has been directed at 
their religious intolerance, the fact remains that neither Luther, 
nor Savonarola nor Calvin were more intrepid in defence of the 
Christian faith as they saw it than Brewster, Carver, Bradford, 
Staridish and the rest of the men of Plymouth. 
The tap root of democracy was implanted in American soil 


by these men. Among them the New England town meeting 
had its birth. Here was the backbone of Jefferson's fiery state^ 
ment more than a century later: "I have sworn upon the altar 
of God eternal hostility against every form of tyranny over the 
miad of man," and: "I am for the freedom of the press, and 
against all violations of the constitution to silence by force and 
not by reason the complaints or criticisms, just or unjust, of our 
citizens against their agents." 
Every step taken a century and^a half later which led up 


to our independence and the creation in the New World of the 
mighty sovereignty of a free people had its embryonic begin- 
ning"in this real cradle of liberty guarded with such wisdom 
and infinite jealousy by the men and women of the Mayflower. 


And in the problems which beset us—today, admittedly 


grave and urgent, we can do no better than to turn to our Pil- 
grim forbears for guidance. They got down to fundamentals; 
so should we. They spent little or no time in morbid complaints, 
in self-pity and cowardly attempts to shift their burdens to the 
backs of others or to seek panaceas for their ills in the treacher- 
ous mire of statutory enactments. 
.* 
They attached slight value to precedents. THEY MADE 


THEM. They gave every man a fair" chance, AN EQUAL OP-j 
PORTUNITY. And giving him that, they considered they had 
given him all that any man can ask for in this world. 
They 
persistently refused for more than a century to create SPECIAL 
PRIVILEGE by law and then seek to defeat the workings of the 
first law by a maze of conflicting and unnecessary legal meas- 
ures.They were intolerant in certain respects, but it was the 
intolerance of deep-rooted conviction, honest even if mistaken. I 
They were impatient of palliatives. They saw certain funda-J 
mentals clearly and were guided by them. 
The home, thej 
church, the school! These were the bed rocks of the civiliza- 
tion they founded in a primitive-world and all the mutations of 
time, all the inevitable conflicts that have since arisen have been 
unable to move a single inch from its base the noble superstruc- 
ture they and succeeding generations of their kind builded

known. And in all the centuries that have followed, marked by 
the rise of the most stable and the most powerful government 
yet devised among men, and in all the centuries to come, will 
be felt the beneficent effects of the high resolve entered into 
on th'at fateful day aboard the Mayflower. 


The Day We Celebrate 


eve of another Thanksgrvmg has come, the one holiday 


_ in all the calendar of national fetes which is peculiar to the 
genius of the American people and their institutions. 


This year it is especially fitting that our people pause and 


give heed to this day for it is just 300 years since the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed on Ne%\ England soil and set their feet on what 
is now the sacred Rock of Plymouth. 


The dates standing forth in the adventures of the Pilgrims 


are substantially as follows: In 1608 a group of so-called Puri- 
tans, members of a church founded in North England by John 
.Robinson and William Brewster, determined tn lea\e their na- 
tive land. They went first to Amsterdam. Holland, thence to 
Leyden. In 1617 they began to negotiate with the London com- 
pany for a land grant in the New World and for transportation 
across the Atlantic. 


These negotiations fell thru with and three year? later, 
September 16, 1620, they set sail without leave or charter on 
their ship, the Mayflower, having lived in Holland for twelve 
years. Buffeted by North Atlantic storms for two months and 
driven above the mouth of the Hudson, their intended landing 
place, they came in sight of land on the inhospitable shores of 
Cape Cod on November 21. 


For nearly five weeks they cast about for a fit landing place 


and finally disembarked on Monday, December 11 (Old Stylo 
December 21, New Style) i« the face of a typical New England 
winter. Every school child Knows the record of that pitiful first 
winter. In all 102 men and women crossed in the Mayflower 
One mother gave birth to a child en route to the New World and 
several more babes were born in the rude shacks that were 
builded in the winter and spring months of 1621. 


Nearly half the heroic b»nd was wiped out by pneumonia, 
tuberculosis and similar diseases within the first five months. 
In the spring the Mayflower sailed back and the choice was 
given each man and woman in the group to take return passage 
on her. NOT ONE ELECTED TO GO.

Before the landing this pathetic handful of colonists held 
the nrst town meeting in the New Worlrl and a solemn com- 
pact was entered into and signed by every head of family. 
In
